Skepticism Toward Religion 


A SAD aftermath of the war is the widespread tendency 
to spiritual despair. This feeling of futility is rooted in 
the realization that not only does evil persist in the world, 
but apparently grows more potent. After having fought 
two global wars that were to have ended war forever, the 
nations are probably worse off than ever. On top of this 
is the fear that another war is in the making in which re- 
sort to atomic weapons may threaten a holocaust of in- 
conceivable horror. 


One result of this fear is a skepticism toward religion 
on the part of peoples throughout the world. Skepticism 
Stems from the selfishness of nations which already 
threatens the delicate fabric of peace. It comes also from 
the bitternesses between industry and labor and the in- 
tolerances and hatreds between individuals that complete 


the ingredients that go into the making of wars 


What can the Christian say in the face of an apparent 
universal disregard of basic concepts of duty to God and 
to fellow men? He cannot deny that nationalistic clashes 
on the one hand and moral and social irresponsibility on 
the other are vital menaces to humanity. But he is en- 
titled to remind the skeptic that the plight of the world 
has not grown out of religion, but out of the refusal to 
practice religion. 


One of the striking paradoxes is that those who de- 
nounce religion most are the loudest in asserting the need 


for those very moral codes which are its essence. 
The Christian knows that religion is a lever that can 
lift the world out of the morass in which it lies today. 


The difficulty is in persuading the skeptics, the indifferent 

even the frankly antagonistic—to give religion a fair 
chance. The lever of religion is not self-operating. It 
can be put in position easily enough, but it will need the 
pressure of millions of morally-minded, conscientious 
people everywhere before it can uproot the world from its 
bed of sin and despair.
